A marked decline Is noted in the 
death rate from all praventable dls- 
esees. with the exception of diphtheria 
for whioh thera haa beea an iaerea)<e 
over 1917 and 1918. 

Diphtheria la one of the few disea ses 
tor whioh thera Is a speoMo treatment, 
and If given early enough, and in 
large enourt doaes, is a praettoal ape- 
olfle in almost every case. Inereaae in 
the death rate moans that ^hyaicians 
ara not ealled early enona^, or that 
they ara not taking advantage of the 
cheaper antl-tosin k^t on hand by 
every County Health Oflloer in the 
State and aupplied free to the Indi- 
gent by practioally every Plaeal Court 
In the State. 

It is gratifying to observe the de- 
crease In the death rate from tuber- 
culosis. This marked reduction Is due 
to the active cooperation between the 
Kenlurky Tuberculosis Association 
and the State Hoard of Health, and es- 
pecially to the activities of the varlou.-^ 
local health orcanlzationB. the in- 
oteast' in the nuinher of all-time 
health departnienig and iiublic beelth 
uursea.

Watson beeaiue a eandidate for llic sole purpose of opposing Presi- 
dent Wilson ".s jtolieiis. In u letter to the Sun and The New York 
Herald, which was pnMislied in that paper on the 24th instant. Mr. 
Watson wrote as follows 

"My victory omt .\ttoriiey loiicral Palmer and Sniulor Hoke 
Smith was due to the fai l that 1 made a straight ont liehl apainst 
President Wilson and th.- l.i'atrne of Nations. ... I stood for the 
restoration of American liherties. ....

oapped children, tbe promotion of new 
lagtalatlon for the oare and protection 
at QhlUrwi taied «m a atudy ot present 
IMM and local needs, and a study of 
tbe child welfare atandarda adopted 
by the -Cbildren's Bureau Conterenoas 
on Standards of Child 'Welfare held In 



May and June of Inst year. 

It Is hoped, the bulletin states, that 
the child welfare standards will prove 
a strong Influence In conoentratlni» 
public attention on the need for fed- 
eral an dstate action to protect the 
health of mothera and ehildren. In- 
terest In the atandarda taaa already re- 
sulted in tbe formation o Ca national 
permanent committee to aslabll<<h 
physloal standards tor ehildren enter- 
ing employment, and In measnreR In 
a large number ot Stataa to aecure bet- 
ter legislation tor children bom out of 
wedlook.
